The secretary of the Central Committee of the Federation of Jugoslav Immigrants 

in justralia, Ivan Viskic, requested the advice of the Conaejo Central Yugoeslavo 
en Argentina as to its future conduct toward Tito. This advice was requested in 
comnection with the National Conference of EEIeE Immigrants in Australia which 
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uas held on 27 December 1948. ‘The Central Comittee of the Consejo recommended 
~ proeConinforn attitude. The response had the endorsement of Perisic, 
<ovasevie, ond Tulie, then President, Secretary Genoral, and fecretary of 
fropapanda respectively, of the Consejo. 
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
